Officers Everywhere. 


A New York paper has procured an 


inalj sis to bo made of samples of drugs 
old on that market, from which it ap- 
lears that nearly forty per cent, were 
ielow the proper standard of strength 
,nd purity. The practice of harmful 
idultoration docs not appear to prevail 
o much as the selling of drugs that 
lave become inferior or valueless by 
•eason of age. 


Doubtless Ihe same condition of 


,hings exists in Chicago and other cities. 
A. grocer does not quit selling his sugar 


long aa any remains in the barrel, 


and many druggists put off on their 
customers, or into their prescriptions, 
old liquids that have scarcely a vestige 
of their original properties remaining. 
!t is the practice of competent physi- 
;ians to warn their patjents of this 
act and to advise them to deal with 
druggists of established integrity, but 
the advice is not always heeded, and 
lot seldom Ihcy lind their proscrip- 
tions inoperative because they were 
ompoumlcd of worthless ingredients. 
As life or death often depends upon 


the promptness and efficacy with which 
a medicine acts, it is a matter of the 
irst importance that only drugs ot 
standard purity and strength be dis- 
icnscd to the public. Those who buy 
drugs should be on their guard in this 
respoct, and those whose duty it is to 
irotect tho public health would do well 
:o look into this interesting field of in- 
quiry.—Chttafjo Journal. 


Japanese Sword-Makers.

LONDON, 
Aug. 
24.—The indignation 


meeting to protest against tbe govern- 
ment's proclamation of the Irish National 
League, held in the grounds of the ro- 
tunda at Dublin last night, was an enor- 
mous affair. There were no tickets of ad- 
mission, but it was generally understood 
that the seats on the platform not occu- 
pied by leading members of the League 
were reserved 
for 
the occupancy of 


American, Irish-American and English 
visitors, and of these there were a large 
number present. Among the English mem- 
bers of the House of Commons, who in- 
dorsed the principles of the League by 
their presence and active participation 
in the proceedings were Mr. Jacob Bright, 
member for Manchester; 
Mr. Richard 


Haldane, member for Haddington; Mr. 
Henry Payton Cobb, member for Rugby; 
Mr. Charles Fenwlck, mombor for Wans- 
beck, and Mr. Angus Sutherland, member 
for Sutherlandshlre, and they with others 
equally as prominent in English politics 
freely expressed their condemnation of 
the government's action and belief that it 
hud done the League more good than harm 
through its inlhionce upon English public 
opinion. The proclamation has certainly 
given great impetus to the work of the 
League propaganda, and applications for 
membership from Liberals in England, 
Wales and even Scotland, are constantly 
pouring in. These applicants represent 
all classes of social standing, and pre- 
sent u remarkable unanimity of opinion 
and sentiment. The applications will be 
considered at the next regular fortnigntly 
mooting of the League, which will be held 
on Tuesday, August 30, when all will be 
formally enrolled. How much influence 
the meeting will have in shaping the tut 
ure policy |of the London government and 
the Dublin executive can not now be even 
approximately estimated, but it is safe to 
assume that the results of the demonstra- 
tion will not prove disadvantageous to the 
League.

I 
soy to the Indians that I hope she is with 
Colorow, or may be a prisoner at Glen- 
wood Springs. I wish the latter would be 
ascertained." 
Senator Teller has telegraphed from 


Denver to Acting Secretory Muldrow of 
the Interior Department, that if the JJtes 
are not returned to-their-reiervation t lore 
will be'trouble. Secretary Muldro^, in 
transmitting, this dispatch to the War De- 
partment, says: 


"The lindians under Colorow have1 >een 


staying in Colorado on the western bo: der, 
near the Uncompahgres reservatioji in 
Utah, greatly to the dissatisfaction of set- 
tlers in that locality, who have frequently 
complanied.

Ifnppears from press reports that they 


are resisting by force tbe civil process of 
the State authorities, and are creating 
considerable alarm by their conduct. .This 
department has made several efforts to in- 
dues them to remain upon their reserva- 
tion in Utah.

Dodge Dodges. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—As a final result 


of the cgnferences between the Kentucky 
tobacco growers, Commissioner Colman 
and Statistican Dodgfe, for the past two 
days, respecting the latter's alleged over- 
estimate of tobacco acreage this year, Mr. 
Dodge last night addressed a formal state- 
ment to the commissioner, in which be ad • 
mite that his July estimates were too 
high. His letter of explanation to the 
Commissioner roads as follows: 


"lu accordance with your directions, I 


have consolidated the August returns al- 
ready received, and reviewed all data from 
other sources up.to date, together with that 
upon which the July tobacco report was 
based, especially for Kentucky, relative to 
which great difference of opinion has ex- 
isted, and much interest excited, as that 
State is the most prominent in tobacco- 
growing, usually producing about four- 
tenths of the product of the 
United 


States. I find that the late returns, so far 
as received, make an average of only 41.fi 
of last year's acreage, while private re- 
turns from over sixteen thousand growers 
of western tobacco, reporting their own 
area in 
cultivation 
thin 
year 
in 


comparison with thoir 
acreage last 


year make an area of even less than forty 
per cent. This July report, for Kentucky, 
which was based upon the returns of sixty- 
six correspondents, each representing a 
county, make an average of fifty-three 
per cent, of that of 18SO. In the examina- 
tion of these reports, and in view, of tho 
results of a 
long 
experience, of tbe 


tendency to underestimate acreage, led me 
to place the Kentucky acreage at seventy- 
eight per cent. Returns have very clearly 
shown that a concerted effort was made 
to reduce the area this year on account of 
recent 
low and unremunoratire prices 


and unfavorable conditions have affected 
plant beds, and drought has interfered 
with setting and growth to such an ex- 
tent as aa to render inaccurate rules for 
revision usually adopted which hare here- 
tofore proved to be correct and necessary. 
I am, therefore, satisfied tbat the July 
estimates were too high as reported. Tbe 
indications of recent reports to this de- 
partment—the Ohio Board—and other au- 
thorities point to a very low acreage."

That a committee of five be appointed 


3hargod with the duty of considering the 
jracticabihty and advisability of effect- 
Dg a system of mutual insurance for 
druggists of Illinois. 


That the provisions of the senate bill 


or tho amendment of the Pharmacy act 
Jiat failed of passage at the last general 
assembly be endorsed. 


That the State Board of Pharmacy be 


•equested to incorporate among its rules 
rhe following from the defeated senate 
)ill: "All questions submitted by the 
ward to 
candidates 
at 
any one 


ixamination shall 
be uniform, and 


inswors thereto ehall be in writing; 
laid questions and answers, together 
with the rules, regulations, methods of 
ating answers, standard required for 
passing examinations, and all other pa- 
>ers and information relating to examin- 
itions, shall be preserved by the board 
and shall be public records. All persons 
whose ratings are in accord with the 
tandard adopted at any examination, 
which standard should be uniform for all 
candidates, shall be entitled to registra- 
ion. 


That the committee on legislation use 
ts best endeavors to secure the passage 
rf an amendatory bill including afl provi- 
ions of Senate bill 391, except the sec- 
ion relating to itinerant vendors. 
John E. Espey, Herman Schroeder, 
Trances A. Priekett, Albert E. Ebert and 
jharles W. Day, members of the Illinois 
Joard of Pharmacy, presented a commu- 
nication suggesting that a committee be 
ippointed to inspect the records, books 
nd examination papers of the board for 
;he purpose of ascertaining whether it is 
roperly fulfilling its mission. 
On motion it was voted that a standing 
ommittee 'of five be appointed by tho 
ncoming president. 


The report of the committee on unofii- 
ial formula was presented and adopted.

A FIENDISH DEED. 


Train Wreckers Near Mt. Pulaski— 


A Narrow Escape. 


There was considerable excitement at 


the depot last night when it was learned 
that a dastardly attempt had been made 
to wreck the south-bound P., D. & E. 
passenger train near Mt. Pulaski. The 
train was rushing along at the rate of 35 
miles an hour, when a misplaced rail on 
a 30-foot embankment was struck, but 
through a lucky chance the wheels left 
the broken section and passed over the 
;ies to the next rail, the train being 
stopped in safety near the dangerous 
spot. Investigation made by Conductor 
Page showed conclusively that wreckers 
>ent on robbery had removed the spikes 
from the plates by the use of tools that 
were found near the track. Bushes had 
been placed along the rail to hide the 
devilish work of the wreckers. There 
were about forty passengers on the train, 
all of whom were alarmed by the bump- 
ng as the wheels went over the ties. F. 
i. Bills and Paul Beattio, both traveling 
"nen, were among the passengers. The 
ailway officials will make a thorough in- 
stigation of the matter. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


An account of the affair is telegraphed 


rom Lincoln ns follows: 


A diabolical attempt to wreck a tram 
•as made last niglit. An east-bound 
wssenger on the P., D. & E. left Lincoln 
t 8:32. 
When in Suit Creek timber, 


ome eight miles from Lincoln, a dis- 
placed rail was encountered. The train 
was going down grade at the rate of forty 
ailes an hour. Tho engine plunged off 
lie end of the rail and bounded along on 
he ties for 100 foot before it could be 
becked and the cause of tho accident 
scertained. A rail had been thoroughly 
isplaced, the spikes carefully drawn out 
nd the rail laid on one side of the road. 
)he engine and two cars left the track, 
ut almost miraculously no one was in- 
ured in the slightest degree. A search 
mong the tall weeds along 1 he track 
rought to light a ctow-bar and two 
rrenchos. It was undoubtedly a carefully 
lanned attempt to wreck the train, proba- 
ly for the purpose of repeating the rob- 
ery of the Chatsworth horror. No bottor 
lace for the fiendish attempt could bo 
ound. The spot is a short distance from 
lie Salt Creek bridge, is at the bottom 
f a steep grade, and in tho midst of thick 
anber. A heavy freight train was coni- 
ng just behind the passenger, and doubt- 
ess would have plunged into tho wreck, 
dding to its horror and fatality, had not 
le passenger stopped scon and in good 
nough condition to send back a flagman 
nd stop the freight a few rods away. It 
eems incredible that there should be 
ends planning so terrible a crime, puli- 
ng up spikes, removing rails and stand- 
ig back in the timber to watch the train 
urled to destruction. It was a narrow 
>cape for the passenger train, and when 
le wretches who contrived tho deed aio 
ound, as they will be, no punishment can 
e found severe enough to inflict upon 
jem. 
Both train crews worked an hour and 
half, petting the tram back on tho 
•ack, putting back the rail, hunting up 
le spikes and redriving them. 
They 


eft the track in good condition, and got 
o Mt. Piilaski an hour and a half late, 
ith a hair-breadth escape just behind 
lem.

PARKS AND CLUBS. 


The Story of tlie Town—Its TlieutreH and 


It* Exposition KullilliiK—IU Ills I'.ridge. 
Adelaide Nellaon'H Tree—The Oriinite 
Mouiititln Silver Mine.

BT. LOUIH, Aug. 23.—St. Louis is one of the 


wealthiest und most cultured cities of tbo 
United Htate. It h»s street after street of 
lluo rchidi-nccH, und Its old families are as nu- 
merous -us those, of Philadelphia or Boston. 
It is ono of the oldest towns in tlie United 
StaU-a, nnd it waa a French settlement more 
than 100 yours ago. 
It was twelve years be- 


fore tho Declaration of Independence was 
signed that a fur trader named Laclede cbose 
what Is now tho center of the river portion of 
tbo city ns a trading post, and among tbe col- 
ony of thii ty who came with liiin were tbe 
forefathers of some of tho wealthiest families 
of St. Louis today. The town was named St. 
Louis after Louis XV, ;uul It was forty-tuo 
yours old when Jefferson bought Louisianacf 
Franco for $I5,(X)0,UOO. 
It then Imd 180 


housed and 1,000 people. Now it has more 
than 400,OOJ inhabitants, and its wealth will 
run into tho hundreds of millions. 


The city covers the western bank of tho 


Mississippi for nino miles, and of late it bos 
been pushing itaelf west and far back into the 
country. Tho best bouses lire at the west oud, 
and a now boulevard is now being mado on 
which tho residonces of rich men will be 
plentiful. 
These St. Louis people lilco tho 


good things ot this li£j and thoy have them. 
Tbcir bouses aro large and roomy. 
They 


have well cut lawns about them, and many 
of tho finer bouses have been occupied for 
over a generation. Tho St. Louis clubhouses 
uro as line aa nny you will find anywhere, 
and tho ton u in a club loving city. The St. 
Louis club has 400 members, and its initia- 
tion fee Is §500. It bus an elegant stone nnd 
brick dub house, covering a quarter of a 
block, and Its cuisino is equal to that of Dol- 
niouico. Its members consist of tho wealthier 
inen of tho town, and it is the tony club of St. 
Louis 
Tho University club is rather more 


intellectual in Its character, but it lias a Tine 
club houso nnd a good membership. 
The 


Commercial club is ono of tbo solid business 
clubs of tho city and tho Mercantile club is 
another. It was from tho Mercantile club 
that tho $000,000 of ex"osition stock was sub- 
scribed, and tlio great trades procoi>sioii which 
tbo president is to bee bad its origin here. 
Then St. Louis Las n big bicycle club, It has 
rowing clubs and munical clubs, and other 
organizations of a social nature, and many of 
them havo builtliiiga and nil arc in a thriving 
condition. 


Tho town spends a great deal upon its 


anmsumeiits, and its exposition building cost 
$7jO,000. It covers botneen six and '-'•veil 
acres of ground ftud v. us eiex'tetl within a 
year. It contains a music' hall which will 
seat 4,000 pel sons, and the stago of this is ono 
of the largest iu tho world. Tho city has 
seven theatres, embracing al) classes, from 
the opera house to tho varieties. It bos a 
zoological garden, and it has the greatest area 
of flue parks of any city in tho United States 
except Philadelphia.

Beside 
tho statuo of Slmkespenro there stands a little

by Nl. Louis willi loving care. 


Tho business part of St. Louis is well and 


solidly built. It has n number of buildings 
n h i i h w i l l compare favorably with those of 
Now York and Chicago nnd its pnsloflleo and 
custom house cost tho government $8,01)0,000. 
It is made of Wanie ami Missouri granite, is 
fueproot' imd it tool; ele\eu years to build it. 
Tlio court hniiso has, noxt to tho Capitol at 
Washington, the biggest dome in tho United 
States. Tlie HI. Lnuis bridge over tho Missis- 
sippi, designed by tuo late James B. Eajs, is 
one nf tliofliust Iu tlmwnild. It cost $U>,- 
000,000 and is. Imllt of HtuH, Tim I niinscross- 
Ing this bridge filter llie eity through iitiin 
nel—eosling $l,-m<>,(MO und lighted by clec- 
trieity—nuil coinu out into tlio Union depot. 


Tho president will undoubtedly visit the 


fair grounds during his trip west, tiud ho will 
111 id here one of tho linest raco trucks in tho 
country. 
The SI. Louis fair grounds are 


moro llku a park than anything else. They 
comprise i:>7ui'res, and havo an amphitheatre 
which will shelter more spectators than did 
tlio Coliseum tit llmue. Tho Coliseum would 
auconmuviatu 87,000. This grand stand will 
accommodate 100,000, nnd during tho St. 
Louis fair *5(),000 are distributed hi premiums. 
This i.s tlio i ncing center of tho west, and the 
track liore has cost more than SUOU.OOO. The 
grandstand Is said to be tho largest in tho 
world, and there uro pool stands for thirty 
bookmaker' stalls. St. Louis is not b'lek- 
ward about betting, and a great deal of 
money changes bauds hero every year. The 
fair grounds also contain theSt. Louis zoologi- 
cal gar lens.

After working for a long tune and not get- 
ting a paying quantity of ore, a telegram was 
sent for them to close the mine and stop 
work.

quantity of it was sold at auction, and soms 
of it went at $1 a share. Much of this was 
bought In small quantities, and this mode 
many poor people well off. Last year the 
mine paid a dividend of twenty-five cents per 
share per month, nnd the output is now about 
$200,000 a month. Both Clark and McLure 
are now millionaires, and the Rumseys, who 
are, next to McLure, tho biggest stockholders, 
have also become millionaires. Stockholders 
in St. Louis are, however, having o good deal 
of trouble about their taxes. Wo have a tax 
of more than 2 per cent. 011 the cash value of 
such stocks, and the tax bills of the Rumseys 
and McLure on this silver stock alone would, 
'at this rate, run as high as $50,000 apiece if 
they continued to live here. The subject will 
probably be taken up by the courts and the 
tax may bo repealed."
